IS MORE THAN JOB

Not The Least Important of the Disarmament Conference Visitors 


Charles W. Baker, Jr., and Dr. Tapy. 
That it is necessary for a teacher 
to have the right spirit and an ideal 
was em phatically stated by Dr. George 
Becht, Deputy State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, at the sixty-seven­ 
th session of the Adams County In­ 
stitute, Monday afternoon. 
He de­ 
clared that many children are failures 
because the teachers do not have the 
right spirit. 
He added there are four 
kinds of teachers: the dead teacher, 
the dying teacher, the living teacher 
and the live teacher. 


In a dead teacher there is no hope 
while in a dying teacher there is still 
hope of resurrection, he explained. 
He told of an incident that a little boy 
asked his teacher the meaning of Hip! 
Hip! Hurrah! 
The teacher in order 
to hide her ignorance made the little 
boy write some big word outside of 
his Vocabulary on the blackboard one 
hundred and fifty times after school. 
The boy of course could not spell the 
word correctly and the teacher inflict­ 
ed more punishment on him. The boy 
went home afterwards and asked his 
father the meaning of the saying. His 
father, a man of business principle, 
took great interest in the thing and 
although he did not know the mean­ 
ing decided to look it up and for weeks 
and months afterward looked in all 
the 
books he could 
procure. 
After 
months of searching he was able to 
tell the meaning of the saying. 
He 
urged the teachers to know that every 
child has a different personality and 
that the teacher should try to learn 
this personality and handle it accord­ 
ingly. 
He said that the dead or dying 
teacher was not always the old teach­ 
er but some of the younger teachers 
who have just 
started their 
life’s 
work. 


The aim or purpose of any life is 
an ideal more or less consciously set 
up# he declared. 
That anything we do 
must lie bom from an ideal and that 
ideal must be consciously set up. 
He 
urged that every teacher set up an 
ideal and strive to reach it. The ideal 
may not be obtained but it will always 
be the program of work. 
Dr. Becht 
said that the jo” in settin g up an ideal 
is even grater than the accom plish­ 
ment of it. 
If we set up an ideal and 
strive toward it, he said, we shall be 
making progress even though we do 
not reach it.” 
In the whole range of 
study the business of the teacher is 
to interpret life. He said, ‘‘More people 
want education now adays 
and 
al­ 
though some only care for a little they 
know that that little is needed.” 


Dr. G. H. Tapy, of Crawfordsville, 
Indiana, was the next speaker. 
His 
subject was the ‘Third and Fourth 
Generation.” 
He told how the W hite 
race was mixing with the yellow and 
negro race, and the dangers involved. 
Other races are killing off the white 
race in war and that if war is not 
soon made impossible the white race 
will become 
extinct, 
he said. 
Dr. 
Tapy urged everybody to pray that 
the measures pointed out by the U nit­ 
ed States in the Arms Disarmament 
would be passed and that all the na­ 
tions would disarm so that war would 
be impossible.
